U. S. Atomic Plan Favored; 


Gromyko R 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., (AP) — 
The United Nations atomic energy 
commission Friday approved “in 
principle” the United States atomic 
control plan after Soviet delegate 
Andrei A. Gromyko announced dra- 
matically that he was withdrawing 
from the discussions. 

Gromyky did not leave the coun- 
cil chamber but, despite personal 
appeals from Great Britain and 
China for his co-operation, he 
refused to vote. 

The commission already had re- 
jected a Soviet demand that action 
on the United States atomic plan 
be postponed and a Polish proposal 
that the American plan be sent to 
the commission's political committee 
without recommendation. 

The final vote was on a Canadian 
compromise, which provided that 


the commission approved the “prin- | 


ciples” set forth in the United States 

| plan, but that the final wording be 
Jeft to the committee. The Cana- 
dian proposal previously had been 
accepted by the United States dele- 
gation. 

The vote was 10 to 0, with Poland 
abstaining and Russia’s vote un- 
counted, at the request of Gromyko. 

Gromyko reserved his right to 
speak on the United States proposal 
at a “later stage.” 

United States representative 
Bernard M. Baruch, had said he 
was gratified at the Canadian pro- 
posal and that he would accept it. 

Supported by Britain 

British delegate Sir Alexander 
Cadogan and Australian delegate 
Paul Hasluck also supported the 
Canadian plan. 

Gromyko had asked that a yote 
be delayed for “six or seven days.” 

Gromyko said he had not had 
time to study the United States 
resolution in relation to the meas- 
ure adopted by the general assembly 
last week laying down the basic 
principles for a general arms re- 
duction. 

Gen. McNaughton of Canada 
supported Gromyko'’s demand for 
a delay. He said he supported the 
American resolution, but felt that 
it should be sent to a committee 
aiong with the as-

Wants Principles Approved 

He proposed that the commission 
approve the principies of the Ameri- 
can proposals, but leave the final 
wording to the committee, which 
would integrate the resolution with 
other committee reports. 

Gen, McNaughton pleaded for a 
unanimous report to the security 
council. 

Sir Alexander Cadogan was said 
to have received new instructions 
only advising him not to take any 
action which would break the 
unanimity of the Big Five powers 
on the atomic yuestion.

The Vancouver city council has been req- 
ested by traffic officials to require that all new 
apartment houses be made to provide facilities 
for off-street parking for their tenants. 

It is a step that could very well be taken in 
Edmonton, Off-street parking facilities should 
be compulsory even if it would require a charter 
amendment to implement the measure, 

City life has always been more complex 
than country life. And as cities develop, the 
complexity grows. Apartment houses typify 
that complexity, 

The modern apartment has telephones, radio 
outlets with built in aerials, laundry facilities, 
refrigerators, electric dishwashers and a multi- 
plicity of other conveniences. It is a perfect 
example of the self-contained home in miniature. 

Parking facilities are an essential and im- 
portant part of apartment life. For residential 
streets were not built or planned to accomodate 
the cars of apartment dwellers. 

Nor were business streets built and planned 
to accommodate the cars of those who work in 
office buildings, AS office buildings become larg- 
er and more congested, they effect a similar con- 
gestion in the parking situation, 

Obviously neither residential streets 
business streets can be made wider. There is no 
way to provide greater space for street parking. 
The only solution, then, is for both apartment 
houses and office buildings to provide private 
parking space for those who occupy them. 

There is no other way to reduce parking in 
the streets, 


Higher Rents? 


It is to be hoped the Ottawa Citizen made 
a bad guess when it predicted that a ten per cent 
increase in rentals will be authorized sume 
time next month, 

The result of such action would be im- 
mediate added hardship to a host of tenants 
across Canada, with no future compensation in

sight for them and little if any to the country 


at large. 

Rents are too high now in every centre in 
Canada, If the ceiling is raised they will go up. 
That can be taken for granted, Otherwise there 
would be no point in raising the ceiling. 

To permit rents to go up in mid-winter 
would be to impose the inevitable hardship at 
the worst possible time. This is the season of 
high family expenses. It is also. the season 
when make-shift quarters, which might suffice 


in warm weather, are uninhabitable with any | 


degree of comfort. 

It is known that an organization called the 
Federation of Property Owners’ Associations 
has been lobbying at Ottawa to get what is 
pleasantly described as a “gradual” lifting of the 
rental ceiling. If a ten percent boost is the 
Federation's idea of what a first instalment 
should be, to what height does it want the ceil- 
ing boosted ultimately? 

The main argument used in this lobby is 
that high rents would encourage people to build 
more houses for rent. That is fallacious, if it 
is not specious. The great majority of those 
who need houses can’t pay any higher rents than 
they are now paying, or would have to pay if 
they could find houses. Who with sense in his 
head would put money into a scheme to build 


houses for rent on the assumption that the house- | 


hungry can pay more? 

The solution to Canada’s housing problem 
is not to raise rents but to cut down construction 
costs and thus make it possible for builders to 
get a return on their investment while charging 
lower rents, Subsidized house-building is the 
only way to bring that about, 


Another Don’t 


A guest who smoked in bed is blamed for a 
fire which swept through a hotel in Philadelphia, 
killed five men, and injured 40 other persons. 

Perhaps he didn’t do it. The fire may have 
had an entirely different origin, In the circum- 
Stances it may never be known what really start- 
ed that conflagration, 

But no person who even glances at the head- 
lines in the newspapers need be told that smok- 
ing in bed is a dangerous practice. Every month 
fires do get started that way, and frequently 
people burn to death in consequence, 

Yet relatively few people smoke in bed. 
The majority prefer to have clear air in the sleep- 
ing room; and are also subconsciously aware of 
the danger involved, The tragedies thus staged 
are due to the folly of a minority. They are 
numerous enough to show what would happen 
if smokers generally adopted the practice. 

Bed-smoking in hotels, and places where 
people other than the smoker are endangered, 
should be forbidden by law, Not that this would 
be one hundred per cent effective. But it would 
serve to remind thoughtless and foolish persons 
that they should do their puffing before they get 
under the inflammable bed clothes,

Maybe Money Would Help? 


A wealthy Arab land-owner was assassinat- 
ed in Palestine, supposedly because he sold some 
land to a Jew. 

The tragedy points directly to the position 
| of the Arabs in the triangular controversy that 
| has disturbed the formerly quiet atmosphere of 
the Holy Land with the crash of bombs and the 
crackle of gun-fire. 

Most of the Arabs are desperately poor, They 

live, as tenants or by sufferance, on land owned 
| by a wealthy few. When such land is sold to 
Jewish — or other — immigrants, to be broken 
up into small holdings and occupied by them, 
| the tenants or squatters have nowhere to go, 
| They must leave the places they have known as 
“homes”, with little or no means to go elsewhere 
even if they knew where they could settle, 

This does not warrant one of the victims or 
prospective victims of eviction to murder his 
landlord or the buyer of the land. But murder 
has been and is committed, in all countries, with 
less provocation, The conditions explain the 
crime, though they do not justify the criminal. 

Perhaps they also suggest one way to ease 
| the racial tension, for that tension seems less 

due to inherited hatred than to poverty, There 
is no reason to suppose the Arab dislikes the Jew 
| any more than any other incomer who might 
buy the land on which he lives and thus inad- 
vertently turn him and his family onto the road 

If the landless Arabs were treated as pros- 
pectively “displaced persons’ and provided with 
homes elsewhere, they might be willing enough 
to move. Given land in another area, and helped 
| to establish themselves there, they would gain 
egies by the change. It is unlikely that 

for sentimental reasons they would resent be- 
ing moved from land that does not belong to 
| them and placed on land of their own, 

It may be that the much berated commodity 
called money could ease the friction between 
the old-timers and the new-comers, and go a 
good way to solve the Palestine problem with 
satisfaction to both Jews and Arabs, It doos 
lubricate contacts elsewhere, Why not in Pales- 
tine?

Find Immunizer 


For Cyanide Gas. 


WASHINGTON, (NANA) .—It now | 
is possible to immunize man for 
as much as six hours against 
cyanide gas, one of the most 
virulent poisons known to science 

They are given shots of “pap”—in 
chemical language, para-amino- | 
| propiophenonoe—a discarded pain 
killer. 

Near the end of the war, intel- 
ligence reports indicated the 
Japanese were about to introduce 
| a new cyanide grenade which could 
be hurled against the side of a 
tank. Supposedly the grenade would 
burst, the deadly gas would diffuse | 
almost immediately through the 
tank, and the crew would be dead 
in a few seconds, | 

Cyanide, «he favorite poison of 
| detective stories, acts very quickly , 
and once a man nas received a large 
dose there is very little anybody can 
do for him. The cyanide molecules 
combine with the enzyme in the 
red blood cells which carry oxygen 
through the pody. There is no 
room for the oxygen molecule to 
attach itself, Consequently, a victim 
is suffocated almost immediately. 

Officers of the army’s chemical , 
warfare service, however, found that 
with molecules of “pap,” men could 
breathe almost any cyanide con- 
centration without ill effects. One 
dose of “pap” taken by mouth, it 
was found, gave very good pro- 
tection for about four hours and 
some protection for as much as 
eight hours, 

Naturally, the finding was kept 
strictly secret as long as the wan 
lasted. The Japs would have been 
very much surprised to find their 
secret weapon unexplainedly worth- 
less.

‘Nursé Describes —— —— 
| Cruelty by Japs 


TOKYO, ‘AP) — An Australian 
army nurse who survived a Japanese 
machinegunning and 3's years im- 
prisonment Friday confronted Hideki 


Tojo and 26 other war crimes de- 
fendants with a story of barbaric 
treatment of women and children. 

Capt. Vivian Bullwinkel, 31, Ade- 
| laide, testified at the Tojo trial: 

She was evacuated from Singa- 

pore Feb. 24, 1942, on a small steam- 

boat with 250 women and children, 

including 65 nursing sisters, and a 

few elderly men. Two days later, 

three Japanese planes bombed and 
strafed the ship and it began to 
sink. 

All but two of the lifeboats sank. 

“With 12 other nurses, I: jumped 
overside and swam to a sinking 

lifeboat. There were others clinging 
to it. We drifted eight hours and 
landed on Bangka at night. We 
found two lifeboats with 30 to 40 
women and children and about 30 
ships’ crewmen already had landed. 
There were 12 nursing sisters with 
| them. Later about 20 Englishmen 
| eeeren on the beach.” 

Decided to Surrender 
| Next day the party decided to 
surrender. All women and children 
|except 22 nurses and one civilian 
woman were sent away in care of 

a Chinese doctor. The nurses stayed 

to care for 12 stretcher cases. 

A few hours later, a Japanese 
| officer and 15 soldiers marched the 
|men to the beach, out of sight. 

“We heard shots and the Japanese 
soldiers came back cleaning their 
rifles and bayonets. When they had 

finished their cleaning, they ordered 

the 23 of us (women) to march into 

the sea. We had gone but a few 
yards when they started machine- 
gunning us. I saw others fall. Then 

I was hit. A bullet passed through 
my body at the waist and I was 
knocked down.” 

Patients Bayonetted 

She was washed ashore, uncon- 
scious. Reviving, she crawled into a 
jungle, where she again lost con- 
sciousness. Reviving three days later, 
she was joined by one of the Britons. 
| He told her all stretcher patients 

had been bayonetted and left for 
dead, but he had managed to crawl 

into the jungle. 

Twelve days later they surrendered 

to a Japanese naval officer. 

She said she was held in four 
camps, where the Japanese mis- 
treated women as well as men, 
| kept them on near starvation ra- 
tions, gave them virtually no medi- 
cine. Conditions were “appalling” 
‘and many died of dysentery and 
malaria. 

The Japanese attitude suddenly 
changed eight days after war's end 
—a Japanese officer told them that 
news. 

“The next day they gave us a 
dozen bottles of quinine tablets dis- 
infectants and ointments. We also 
were given local anesthetics and 
fresh vegetables and fresh fruit. We 
had none of these things before.”

LONDON, (Reuters) Japan's 
war leaders considered asking fox 
peace terms more favorable than 
unconditional surrender before the 
first atomic bomb was dropped on 
Hiroshima, Prime Minister Attlee 
j told the commons Thursday.

Cabinet Studies Legislation 
| To Replace Wartime Controls 


By R. K. Carnegie 
OTTAWA, (CP)-—The government 
jhas buckled down to serious study 
of the manner in which controls 
should be continued when emer- 
{gency powers end March 31. 

Well-informed sources said the 
cabinet is giving thought to either 
asking parliament to continue the 
legislation —the Transitional Pow- 
ers act—for another year, ag a 
temporary measure, or to follow 
the more permanent course of 
submitting a series of bills along 
the lines of the Foreign Exchange 
Control bill, given a rough ride by 
the opposition before it was passed 
last session. 

The latter course, the more likely 
|procedure, might require five or 
six bills to give the government 
the necessary authority to continue 
| some controls for five years or more. 
The bills likely would engender 
strenuous opposition and, therefore, 


it would not be possible to get them |

OTTAWA, (CP)—Beset by con-

On the one hand, landlords every- 
where are crying loudly for loosen- 
ing of the controls.

—and they include the bulk of or- 
anized labor—are urging the lid be 
kept clamped down. 

Despite a flood of recent unof- 
ficial forecasts that rentals may 
be permitted to seep through the

Boards Biggest Headache

Practically, it means roughly this:

Hitherto, the Canadian had to de- 
mand payment in US. dollars. After 
January 1 he can accept payment 
in British pounds sterling, and the 
pounds sterling he receives will be 
convertible into U.S. or Canadian 
dollars. It means re-introducing 
“limited convertibility” of sterling. 

Exporters to Benefit 

On the short term, this will mean 
little to Canada as a whole, though 
it will mean much to individual 
exporters. 

It won't improve the Canadian 
trading position much because most 
of British purchases in Canada to- 
day are paid for out of the Canad- 
ian credit to Britain. But when the 
day comes when Britain gets back 
on her feet it will perhaps mean 
much, It may mean that Canada 
can hope to resume a great part of 
her historical “triangular trade” 
wherby she has usually bought 
more from the US. than she sold 
there, while she sells more to 
Great Britain than she buys, That's 
news for any Canadian farmer to 
cheer, 

Making sterling “convertible” on 
a limited scale will have one mildly 
adverse affect, It will mean that the 
foreign exchange contro] board will 
have to watch sterling transac- 


tabs on US. dollar transactions. 
Outweigh Disadvantages 

The benefits greatly outweigh the 
disadvantages, however. Chief ben-

Eye After-Image 
Will Be Studied 


By Howard W. Blakeslee 

CUEVELAND, (AP)— A new eye- 
aight device by which a person can 
chayt the picture which forms on 
his own retina, the screen at the 
back of the eyeball, was shown to 
the American College of Surgeons 
by Dr. William P. Williamson of the 
University of Kansas school of 
medicine. 


The looker gazes briefly into a 
Moodilight, eight inches in front of 
one of his eyes. This light has a 
600-watt blub, but a frosted glass, 
on which is painted in black a geo- 
meirica) figure. 

When the light is switched ‘off, 
an sfter-image remains. That is, 
the eye continues to see the black 
design. This after-image lasts about 
four minutes. During that time, the 
looker gazes at a wall, or board, 
and on it traces the shape of the 
after-image as he sees it. 

But this after-image is not the 
same as the one on the frosted 
glass. It reveals the defects of tne 
eye. It has a little hole indicating 
the blind spot. This spot is not a 
defect, but is common to all eyes. 
But there are other holes, provided 
there are other blind spots. And the 
edges of this design, where vision 
ends, called the field of vision, are 
trregular.
